BCHL  INTERIOR  CONFERENCE  QUARTERFINAL 


Tonight  the  #4  seed  Wenatchee  Wild  host  the  US  seed  Vernon  Vipers  in  Game  2  of  the  BCHL  Interior  Conference 
Quarterfinal.  It's  the  third  consecutive  season  the  Wild  and  Vipers  have  met  in  the  playoffs. 

LAST  NIGHT:  Vernon  went  2/4  on  the  power  play  and  cruised  to  a  3-0  win  to  take  a  1-0  series  lead.  Vernon  goalie  Reilly 
Herbst  stopped  30  Wild  shots  for  the  shutout  victory.  The  Wild  went  0/3  on  the  power  play. 

SEASON  STANDINGS:  Wenatchee  edged  out  Vernon  in  the  regular  season  with  a  record  of  30-23-5,  just  a  single  point 
ahead  of  the  Vipers  at  30-24-4. 

HEAD  TO  HEAD  (REG.SEASON):  The  Wild  are  13-8-3  all-time  against  Vernon,  and  6-2-3  at  Town  Toyota  Center.  Wenatchee 
finished  2-3-1  against  the  Vipers  this  season,  but  2-0-1  at  home. 

KEY  FORWARDS:  Forward  Nick  Cafarelli  (17g,  23a)  led  the  Wild  in  scoring  despite  missing  16  games.  Next  are  Matt 
Dorsey  (12g,  27a)  and  Brett  Chorske  (18g,  21a).  Rounding  out  the  top  five  are  Brian  Adams  (19g,  18a)  and  Tyier  Young 
(9g,  28a).  Sam  Morton  joined  the  team  midseason  and  leads  the  Wild  in  points  per  game.  The  Vipers  are  led  by  Matt 
Kowalski  (25g,  29a),  Connor  Marritt  (16g,  26a),  and  Dawson  Holt  (17g,  22a).  Max  Bulawka  (20g,  15a)  spent  most  of  the 
year  in  West  Kelowna,  and  JoJo  Tanaka-Campbell  (7g,  19a)  was  fifth  on  the  team. 

TOP  DEFENSEMEN:  For  the  Wild,  Drew  Bavaro  (9g,  24a)  led  all  blueliners,  followed  by  Trevor  Griebei  (5g,  16a)  and  Tanner 
Main  (2g,  17a).  Vernon's  Landon  Fuller  (lOg,  14a)  is  followed  by  Trey  Taylor  (6g,  11a)  and  Jackson  Caller  (5g,  12a). 

GOALTENDING:  Wild  goalie  Daniel  Chenard  finished  21-16-5  on  the  year,  with  a  2.86  GAA  and  .891  save  percentage.  Noah 
Altman  went  9-7-2,  with  a  3.46  GAA  and  .877  save  pet.  Vipers  goaltender  Reilly  Herbst  closed  out  at  20-10-2  with  a  2.91 
GAA  and  a  .901  save  percentage.  Keegan  Karki  went  3-2-0,  with  a  3.19  GAA  and  .880  save  pet.
